21, in Paper No, 9 is acknowledged. Claims 22-82 are withdrawn 
from further consideration, as being directed to non-elected 
inventions . 

In view of the new drawings submitted February 13, 2002, 
changing various figure numbers (e.g. 3A to 3; 3B to 4; etc.), 
the references to the drawing figures contained in the brief 
description of the drawings and the detailed description of the 
invention sections are no longer accurate. Correction is 
required under 37 CFR § 1.74. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, 
and of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, 
to make and/or use the invention. It is not clear what is meant 
by the term "1/4 inch NSP threads" (claim 8, lines 1-2).

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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, 
more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this 
subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) only 
if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2) (a) of such treaty in the English language; 
or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for 
the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

Claims 1-7, 9-16 and 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Haslett (U.S. Patent No. 
1,774,004). The filter assembly of the reference is inherently 
capable of being attached to a spray member of the type recited, 
and this capability is all that is required by claims 1-7, 9-16 
and 18-21. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7 and 9-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Farley (U.S. Patent No. 



6,016,977). See Figs. 1-3 and col. 6, line 18. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the 
prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Haslett. The reference discloses the claimed 
invention with the exception of the use of "1/4 inch NSP 
threads." However, the exact type of connector threads employed 
in the reference device is not seen to materially affect the 
overall operation of this device, or to produce any new and 
unexpected result; and is therefore deemed to be an obvious 
matter of choice in design, insufficient to patentably 
distinguish claim 8. 

Claims 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Farley. The reference discloses the claimed 
invention with the exception of the type of connector employed 
(i.e. having a female end and/or having "1/4 inch NSP threads''). 
However, the exact type of connector configuration employed in 
the reference device is not seen to materially affect the overall 
operation of this device, or to produce any new and unexpected 
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result; and is therefore deemed to be an obvious matter of choice 
in design, insufficient to patentably distinguish claims 5 and 8. 

Corder (U.S. Patent No. 4,107,046) discloses a similar 
filter assembly for a spray attachment.
